PREFACE 


Mr.  Chnirman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
of  the  district  for  the  yea.r  1968, 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  is  3I58OO  and  the  numbers  continue 
to  increase* 

From  the  15th  June  1968,  Infective  Jaundice  was  made  generally 
notifiable  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations,  I968. 

The  ptirpose  of  introducing  these  regulations  is  to  enable  all  doctors  to 
become  more  fully  aware  of  the  incidence  of  Infective  Jaundice. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  and  one  of  Sonne  dysentery 
notified  during  the  year  and  credit  is  due  to  all  who  help  in  the  prevention  of 
these  diseases  by  the  inspection  of  the  area  and  the  close  supervision  kept  on 
all  aspects  of  public  hygiene.  There  was  an  influenza  outbreak  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  this  was  part  of  a generalised  epidemic.  The  number  of  medical 
certificates  received  by  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  in  the  area  during  the 
first  week  of  1968  numbered  9l6  and  it  was  estimated  that  the  number  of  persons 
seen  by  general  practitioners  in  the  area  numbered  approximately  10,000  persons. 
On  the  instructions  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  held  in  January  1968, a letter 
of  appreciation  was  sent  to  the  general  practitioners  of  the  aj?ea  for  their 
unstinting  work  at  that  time. 

The  Covincil  Members  continue  to  build  houses  to  rehouse  those  made 
homeless  by  slum  clearance  programmes  and  to  improve  the  housing  conditions 
of  the  people  of  the  area.  The  purpose  built  fLats  for  the  aged  at  Tonyrefail 
were  commenced  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  comp- 
leted in  1969* 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  continues  to  expand,  I am  grateful  for 
the  co-operation  and  hard  work  of  the  i.R.V.S,  Members  who  give  of  their 
services  vol\intarily, 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Hea.lth  Committee 
and  Members  of  the  Coxuicil  for  their  encouragement  and  support,  the  Council's 
Officials  for  their  friendly  co-operation  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  help  and  loyalty  during  the  year*,
